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RESTLER OF THE MONTH 


WENDI RICHTER 


HE RECENT DRAMA of the NCAA basketball playoffs 

served to illustrate an important point about the world 
of sports. Georgetown, the defending champion and the 
overwhelming favorite to repeat, was upset by an upstart 
Villanova team. Not since the days of the great UCLA 
dynasty has a champion been able to capture consecutive 
college basketball titles. In. fact, in almost every sport (the 
notable exception being hockey, where the New York 
Islanders held the Stanley Cup for an astounding four 
years running) it has become increasingly difficult for a 
team to rhaintain its grip on a title for more than a single 
season. 

The longevity of a champion is recognized as the only 
true indicator of their ability. The talent to retain the skill, 
motivation, and dozens of other intangibles that contribute 
to a championship season is the real litmus test of athletic 
excellence. 

So it is with wrestling. When we think of the real 
legends of the sport we think in terms of Lou Thesz, 
Buddy Rogers, Bruno Sammartino, Verne Gagne, Nick 
Bockwinkel, and Harley Race—men who held the title on 
more than oné occasion for an extended length of time. 
All of these men have risen beyond the ranks of ordinary 
wrestlers through not only their skill, but their resiliance 
and determination. Hoping to join those stars someday in 
the eyes of history are Dusty Rhodes and Ric Flair, men 
who have captured the world title at least twice, and Bob 
Backlund, who reigned as WWF champion for almost six 
years. 

Add to that list of potential immortals, unique only in 
gender, but certainly not in accomplishment, Miss Wendi 
Richter. Upon her victory over Lelani Kai to recapture the 
World Women’s title, Richter has been voted Sport Re- 
view's Wrestler of the Month, 

For Richter, the victory was sweet vindication. Wendi 
had been attacked by critics ever since she ended Fabu- 
lous Moolah's staggering 27-year (talk about your legends) 
title reign almost a year ago. Many claimed her victory 
over Moolah was lucky, that Moolah had designed the pin 
but had fallen wrong and Richter was fortunate to escape 
with the title. 

Unfortunately for Richter, the critics’ words rang pro- 
phetic. Lelani Kai, under the watchful eye of Moolah, 
upended Richter and snatched the title out from under 
her. It seemed as if Richter was destined to join the ill- 
fated club of Tommy Rich, Stan Stasiak, and Kerry Von 
Erich, all undeniably talented wrestlers, yet all unable to 
possess a world title for more than a few weeks. 
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Richter had other plans, though. Signed for a rematch 
against Kai on the much ballyhooed “Wrestle-mania” card, 
Richter devoted herself to a regimen of strict training. 
Once again enlisting the aid of her Rock 'n’ Wrestling 
entourage of Cyndi Lauper, Dave Wolff, and Lou Albano, 
Richter sweated out through weeks of training and finally 
declared herself fit and primed to recapture the title. 

Her claims were again reviled by wrestling critics and a 
title victory at “Wrestlemania” seemed improbable, For 
one thing, she was besieged—as were most of the other 
wrestlers on the card—by interview requests almost daily. 
Her composure and credibility were constantly challenged 
by the enormous prematch hype and publicity. 

More important, Richter injured her arm in a match in 
upstate New York several weeks earlier and it appeared 
as if she might have to bow out of the match. Determined 
now more than eyer to recapture the title, Richter rested 
her arm until the day before the match. 

The Women’s title match was “Wrestle-mania’s” semifi- 
nal, scheduled directly before the Hulk Hogan-Mr. T vs. 
Roddy Piper-Paul Orndorff grudge tilt. The hysteria in 
Madison Square Garden at that point had become frenzied 
as everyone had forsaken his seat and stood cheering and 
clapping wildly. 

Kai and Moolah strutted cockily into the ring, Kai dis- 
playing the championship belt in a gloating flourish. Rich- 
ter's stride was more purposeful, her look more resolute, 
as she was accompanied to the ring by Lauper and Wolff. 
The two wrestlers glared at each other from across the 
ring, both anxious for the match to begin. 

Kai took an early advantage using her quickness and 
agility to tie Richter up in a series of leglocks and armbars, 
Richter countered with typical grace, and several times 
had Kai in trouble. However, as had occurred in their 
previous match, Kai backed Richter into her corner where 
Moolah joined in and started to beat on the ex-champ. 
Cyndi Lauper implored the referee to stop Moolah from 
interfering, but each time the ref would check, Moolah 
would back off. 

Finally, Kai backed Richter into the corner again, only 
this time Wendi kicked back and rolled Kai over for the 
pin to regain her title, silence her critics, and place herself 
among wrestling’s elite. 

Although “Wrestle-mania” contained several important 
matches—including a tag team title change—Sports Re- 
view Wrestling feels that Wendi Richter displayed her 
championship style in the most dramatic fashion and is 
proud to honor her as “Wrestler of the Month.” i)

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JIMMY SNUKA 


Jimmy Snuka is nothing if not con- 
troversial. Beginning his career in the 
Pacific Northwest as a fan favorite, 
Snuka did not turn bad until he began 
wrestling in the Mid-Atlantic region in 
the lates 1970s. Arriving in the WWF 
under the tutelage of Capt. Lou 
Albano in 1982, Snuka devoured the 
opposition on his way to several cele- 
brated title matches against then-cham- 
pion Bob Backlund. He and Albano 
then had a falling out over a contract 
dispute, and soon afterward Snuka re- 
sumed his crowd-pleasing ways. 

Last year, Snuka suffered the 
deepest humiliation of his life when, 
during a segment of “Piper’s Pit,” 
Roddy Piper conked him on the head 
with a coconut and rubbed a banana 
in his face. Shortly after, Snuka was 
attacked by Piper in Madison Square 
Garden and was hospitalized for three 
months. That set off a feud that 
matched the Chris Adams-Von -Erich 
family wars in the intensity of its vio- 
lence and hatred. 

In the middle of the year, Snuka’s 
cousin, The Tonga Kid, joined him in 
the WWF and the two battled Piper 
and his.crew throughout the country. 
The Tonga Kid recently left the WWF 
for the Pro Wrestling U.S.A. group, 
leaving Snuka on his own. 

Senior Editor Bill Apter spoke with 
Snuka at the press conference preced- 
ing the “Wrestlemania” card, in 
which The Superfly served as a third in 
the corner of Hulk Hogan and Mr. T 
as they took on Piper and Paul Orn- 
dorff with Cowboy Bob Orton in their 
corner. ‘ 
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Q: Jimmy, this is certainly a far cry 
from your home island of Fiji. 

A: Ah, but how true, my good broth- 
er Bill. There is only peace and 
serenity, only blue water and good 
times. Here there is pressures, bad- 
ness, and Roddy Pipers. 

Q: You mentioned Roddy Piper. The 
man haunts you, doesn’t he? 

A: You’re right. Roddy Piper is part 
of me forever. I can’t shake him, 
no matter how hard I try. I think 
about the hospital, I think about 
the coconuts and bananas, I think 
about his insults, and I get pains in 
my head. When people see me like 
that they know to stay away. 

Q: How can you exorcise the demon 
of Roddy Piper, Jimmy? 

A: Roddy Piper is a dead cat. We 
have men from all over the world 
who seek a piece of his hide. 
Brothers Hulk Hogen and Mr. T, 
my man Andre the Giant and 
Junkyard Dog all have scores to 
settle with Piper.- As long as I’m in 
on the ending I'll be happy. As 
long as they leave a little piece for 
The Superfly. Only then will I be 
happy. Only then will I have peace. 

Q: What about the title. Would you 
ever push for a championship 
match with Hogan? 

A: Hulk is my main man and I don’t 
think the championship could be in 
more capable hands. Of course I 
would like to be champion. Every 
wrestler would like to be champi- 
on, but right now I am satisfied. 
As long as I keep getting shots at 
Piper, I'll be satisfied. 

Q: What kind of advice do you get 
from the fans? 

A: The fans are wonderful to me and 
that’s the reason I keep on going. 
I’ve been bad in my time, Bill 
Apter, but the fans have seen it in 
their hearts not only to forgive me, 
but to support me like I never ex- 
pected. If the fans want me to go 
for the title, then I’ll do it. 

Q: Fair enough, Jimmy. Now, I’ve 
heard rumors about you and Ricky 
Steamboat forming a tag team. 
This would be of great interest to 
both the fans and the WWF area 
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Based on their vicious battles of the past (above), it is hard to conceive of Jimmy Snuka 
and Rick Steamboat as a tag team. The Superfly has devoted his career to ridding wrestling 
of Roddy Piper (below). 
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Snuka and Piper almost came to blows at 

the press conference preceding ‘‘Wrestle- 

mania.” WWF promoter Vince McMahon 

stands between the two adversaries. 
rulebreakers. Do you think that 
you two could bury the hatchet of 
the past and create a successful 
team? 

A: Me and Ricky had some battles in 
the past, didn’t we, Billy? Ah, my 
friend those days are like a lifetime 
ago for The Superfly. Me and that 
fella are not the same people. Jim- 
my Snuka wants Rick Steamboat 
as his tag team partner, Steamboat 
is from the islands, too, Steamboat 
flies like The Superfly. Together we 
would dizzy up Nikolai Volkoff 
and The Sheik. 

Q: How does Steamboat feel about it? 

A: I spoke to Ricky last week. He is 

very, very anxious to get things 

moving.

Q: I will certainly be keeping an eye 
out for that. Based on your feud 
of a few years ago, the team of 
Superfly Jimmy Snuka and Ricky 
Steamboat sounds as unusual as 
Jimmy Snuka and Capt. Lou Al- 
bano being friends. What about 
you and Albano? 

A: It was with Albano that I first 
learned the taste of great success in 
the WWF. Although we didn’t 
hear many cheers, it didn’t matter

of my money. We fought, Albano 
and I, we fought long and hard, 
And then Albano supported Roddy 
Piper, encouraged him to attack 
me, I even suspect the coconut was 
Albano’s idea.

I love the competition, 
the excitement, the head rush of 
activity. And as we: discussed, I 
have a score to settle with Mr. Pip- 
er.

Behind The Scenes At Wrestling’s 
Biggest Promotion Ever

T OCCURRED TO me as I stood 

shivering outside Madison Square 
Garden that I’d been through this all 
before. Ten years ago, several friends: 
and I sat patiently for the doors to 
open to another closed-circut extrava- 
ganza, an event for which we had 
mowed lawns for weeks to cover the 
$10 ticket price. We, along with several 
hundred thousand others, had feverish- 
ly taken up the cause of Evel Knievel 
and his dramatic attempt to leap over 
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the Snake River 
motorcycle. 

Long after Knievel’s “‘rocket-cycle” 
had taken its impotent plunge into the 
chilly waters of Snake River, I stared 
at my grease and grass stained hands 
and vowed:never to be so duped again. 

Yet here I was, standing in the 40- 
degree rain awaiting the start of 
“‘Wrestle-mania,”’ the most ballyhooed 
and publicized event since P.T. Bar- 
num put his ringmaster’s hat in 
mothballs. : 

Already there were omens of disas-

ter. According to a ranking WWF 
source, more than 65 of the reported 
200 theaters leased for the broadcast 
had been canceled, apparently because 
of sagging ticket sales. That’s almost 
35 percent, a number which had to 
have had the WWE promoters reach- 
ing for the antacid. Had they overesti- 
mated the potential of their product? 

Beyond ‘economics stood, precari- 
ously, the card itself. Wendi Richter 
had ‘injured her arm in a match in 
upstate New York. Hulk Hogan and 
Mr. T had been violently criticized for 


hosting Saturday Night Live 12 hours 
before ‘‘Wrestle-mania” was to begin. 
And the question of Mr. T’s involve- 
ment in any capacity, much less his 
role as part of the main event, still 
remained a sore spot for many fans 
who posed the not-so-unreasonable 
question of “‘Who is this Mr. T and 
why is he wrestling?” 

Another controversy surrounded the 
promoter’s choice of Muhammad Ali 
as guest referee. The memory of Joe 
Frazier stopping prematurely the mil- 
lion-dollar Starreade match between

| hype, but then again there had never been such 
_hype for a wrestling match before. Nevertheless,

face to face (left), Liberace would dance 
with the Rockettes (above), and Muhammad 
Ali would be announced as the out-of-the- 
ring referee (right). 

Dusty Rhodes and Ric Flair is not’ an 
ancient one. Placing in Ali’s hands the 
main event, a match seen worldwide 
by between 500,000 and one million 
people, smacks either of being the 
cheapest publicity stunt in history or of 
just plain stupidity. If Ali belonged 
anywhere that day, it was in the audi- 
ence, munching on hot dogs and sign- 
ing autographs. 

However, my cynicism and fears 
certainly appeared groundless in light 
of the festive atmosphere that sur- 
rounded the Garden that afternoon. 
The hoopla was everywhere. 

For a crowd that had paid between 
$25 and $100 to walk through the door 
(100 percent to 800 percent above the 
regular ticket price), they seemed espe- 
cially animated. The money was al- 
ready spent, so on this day at least all 
the fans wanted to think about was 
what they were about to see. ‘‘To see 
Mr. T beat the stuffing out of Roddy 


Before Roddy Piper and Mr. T would come

Piper is worth twice what I paid,”’ said 
Gary Ehrlich of Atlantic Beach, New 
York. “Something like this comes 
along once in lifetime.” I recalled a 
similiar claim, made by a sprout of 
equal exuberance 10 years ago, about 
some motorcycle madness, but decided 
not to dampen young Gary’s spirits. I 
learned from talking to several dozen 
fans that what separated ‘‘Wrestle-ma- 
nia” from the rest of the cards was its 
diversity. One fan I spoke to, from 
Queens, New York, didn’t even con- 
sider the Hogan-Mr. T vs. Piper-Orn- 
dorff match the main event. He had 
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a » (7. »

Another fan, ‘from nearby Newark, 
New Jersey, had never seen King Kong 
Bundy in person and couldn’t wait to 
see if he was as awesome as everyone 
said he was. 

The feeling among several of those 
in attendance was that this was to be 
Junkyard Dog’s coming out party. As 
Annie Seide of Hackensack, New Jer- 
sey, said, “The Dog’s gonna show ev- 
eryone today what he’s made of. Ev- 
eryone in the country is gonna see how 
good Junkyard Dog is. He’s gonna 
beat the pants off of Greg Valentine 
and win the Intercontinental title.” 

And, of course, most everyone 
couldn’t wait for Hulk Hogan and Mr. 
T’s battle with Roddy Piper and Paul 
Orndorff. Just ask Lisa Dalia of Syra- 
cuse, New York: “I’ve been waiting 
months to see Roddy Piper beat up 
that overstuffed ape and today I’m fi- 
nally going to see it in person. I can’t 
wait.”” 

Obviously, not everyone felt the 
same. 

By 1:30, all the talk had become 


cheap, all opinions were soon to be 
confirmed or disproved. As ring an- 
nouncer Howie Finkel approached the 
microphone to welcome the country to 
“Wrestle-mania,” the buzz in the Gar- 
den became drunk with excitement. 
For better or worse, “‘Wrestle-mania’”’ 
had begun. 

Three hours later, as the last ex- 
hausted fan limped out of the Garden, 
the only controversy remaining was to 
select from an afternoon of highlights 
the most memorable one. 

Every match seemed to possess a 
magic of its own. Tito Santana showed 
nary a sign of his knee injury, bowling 
over The* Executioner, as the Garden 
throng chanted, “Arriba! Arriba!” ~ 

Rick Steamboat impressed the New 
York audience with his slick display of 
aerial tactics as he picked apart Matt 
Borne, 


The most awesome performance of 
the day belonged to King Kong Bundy, 
who scowled threateningly at the fans 
before making S.D. Jones wish he had 
called in sick. Time of the match: Nine 
seconds, 

The best incident of the day oc- 


curred toward the end of the David 
Sammartino-Brutus Beefcake match. 
After Beefcake had thrown Sammar- 
tino out of the ring, Sammartino was 
attacked by Beefcake’s manager, John- 
ny Valiant. To the rescue came none 
other than the “Living Legend,” 
Bruno Sammartino, As the fans went 
berserk, Bruno, oblivious to any possi- 
ble damage that might befall his spiffy 
designer sweater, attacked Valiant with 
a daddy’s vengeance. Suddenly we 
were transported back 20 years to the 
days when Bruno owned the Garden, 
the fans, and the city. 

It wasn’t safe to go to the bath- 
room. I made a quick exit for a soda 
and missed Andre the Giant’s body- 
slam of Big John Studd, but was able 
to catch Andre cheerfully playing hot 
scramble with the $15,000. 

The low point in terms of emo- 
tion—but certainly not in excitement— 
came when The Iron Sheik used Barry 
Windham’s head as a driving range, 
and -knocked the talented Texan out 
with Freddie Blassie’s cane. His partner 
in crime, Nikolai Volkoff, fell on the 
unconscious Windham and suddenly 


the WWF had new tag team 
champions. 
Unfortunately for Annie Seide, 


“‘Wrestle-mania” was not to be the 
Dog’s day. Although Junkyard Dog 
defeated Greg Valentine on a disquali- 
fication, he was unable to wrest the 
Intercontinental title from “The Ham- 
mer.” However, his head butts and 
miscellaneous boogie-woogie had the 
fans on their seats dancing throughout 
the match. 

If Wendi Richter’s arm injury was 
affecting her, then the leggy rock ’n’ 
roller should make such injuries a hab- 
it. Richter astounded the crowd and 
confounded Lelani Kai as she regained 
her World Women’s championship. 
With Cyndi Lauper singing her praises 
from her corner, Richter performed a 
spectacular rollover pin off the turn- 
buckle and sent Kai and her bespecta- 
cled manager, The Fabulous Moolah, 
to the showers. 

Finally, with much ado, pomp, and 
circumstance, the main event arrived.

WHAT’S WRONG WITH 


BOB BACKLUND 


y Bob Backlund 


For six years, Bob Backlund successfully defended the WWF title. But those years are 
behind him. Backlund must now look to the immediate future, a future with the AWA, 
and a life not as champion but as contender. In this exclusive analysis, Backlund explains 
what he feels he needs to do in order to become champion once again

WANT TO thank the editors of 

Sports Review Wrestling for 
asking me to write this article. 
When they first approached me 
with the idea a few months back, 
| must admit | was hesitant to try 
and analyze myself on paper. 

But as | put more and more 
thought into the idea, | realized 
that by looking at myself in this 
way, | was able to come face to 
face with some aspects of my cur- 
rent career that | might otherwise 
not think about too often. 


And when you do put your 
thoughts on paper, they have a 
different feel to them than when 
they're in your head. Somehow 
they have more authority. They 
seem more permanent. And they 
seem like they're a product of 
someone else, not yourself. And 
that gives you a perspective on 
yourself that is very rare indeed. 

As | look through the notes that 
I’ve put together over the last few 
weeks, | realize that one of my 
teal stumbling blocks is the six 


years | spent as WWF champion. 

| know that a lot of fans are 
tired of hearing this, but | really do 
feel like I’m still the champion. | 
remember those matches in the 
Northeast, those title defenses 
against wrestlers like Sgt. Slaugh- 
ter and Larry Zbyszko, and then | 
look -at these wrestlers in the 
AWA today, and the memories 
come flooding back all over again. 

But you see, | have to think of 
myself as a champion, because 
the power of positive thinking is 
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one of the strongest powers of all. 

Then again, it’s difficult to rec- 
oncile my feeling as champion 
with the reality that | am now a 
contender. Anyone who tells you 
there’s no difference between be- 
ing a champion and being a con- 
tender is a fool—or has never 
worn a championship belt around 
his waist. 

Making the transition from full- 


time champion to full-time con-, 


tender is not easy. Defending the 
title four or five times a week is 
one thing; wrestling five or six 
times a week in order to climb 
that ladder of contention and get 
even one title match is something 
completely different. 

| think that may be my biggest 
trouble, even now, a year after 
leaving the WWF. The adjustment 
to contender’s life is a difficult one 
to make after six straight years as 
champion. But I’m‘ working hard 
on it. 

And it seems to me that the 
fans are having just as hard a 
time adjusting to me as a con- 
tender as |’m having adjusting to 
a contender’s career. When | 
wore the WWF belt, | was 
cheered everywhere | went. There 
was a special relationship be- 
tween me and my fans. 

Today it’s kind of mixed. | still 
feel that there's a special relation- 
ship there, but there are also a lot 
of fans who don’t appreciate the 
efforts I’m making. Maybe they're 
fans of the WWF more than they 
are fans of wrestling, and | guess 
that’s okay, too. 

But it can be confusing to a 
man when he’s cheered one 
night, and then the next night 
there are some jeers mixed in 
with those cheers. That only 
makes it that much more difficult 
to step into the ring and do my 
very best. : 

But to show you the conflict 
that a wrestler must live with, it’s 
almost as difficult to have the fans 
behind you, in a way, as it is to 
have them against you. See, | like 
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to be close to my fans. So when | 
come out to the ring, and the fans 
are cheering me, | want to go out 
into the seats to shake hands with 
my fans, fo meet them, be with 
them, and bring us that much 
closer to each other. 

And then when | step into the 
ring, my mind is buzzing with the 


excitement of the fans. That's 
good, and sometimes it helps me 
do my best in my match. But 
sometimes my mind is more on

the fans than it is on my oppo- 
nent, and that’s bad. In fact, it’s 
the worst mistake any wrestler 
can make. | see myself slipping 
into that trap far too often to suit 
me. 

As far as my style inside the 
ring goes, | like it. I’m a man of 
science, and | do my best in ev- 
ery match to keep that match on 
as purely a scientific level as pos- 
sible. | feel that’s very important, 
not only to me, but to the sport of 
wrestling. 

I've been criticized for not being 
aggressive enough in my match- 
es. I’ve been told to capitalize on 
my opponents’ errors. more. I’ve 
been told to slip in what | would 
call cheap shots in order to gain 
and maintain an advantage over 
my opponent. 

| won’t do that. Maybe I’m 
wrong for that, and maybe that’s 
one of the things that will make 
my path to the title that much 
more difficult. | don’t care. | will 
never lower my standards in order 
to win a match or a title. 

If | can’t make it to the top be- 
ing Bob Backlund, then maybe 
being at the top isn’t worth it. 

But you see, | feel that the top 
is worth it, and | feel that the 
AWA title is the top right now. 
Rick Martel has made the AWA 
title more honored, respected, and 
important than ever before. And | 
am going to work to get there, I’m 
going to work hard. 

| may have to make a change 
here and there. | may have to 
concentrate more on my ring style 
than on pleasing my fans. | may 
have to spend a little more time 
coming to grips with my contend- 
er’s status, and | may have to 
work really hard to place the 
events in the WWF behind me 
once and for all. But | will work 
toward doing all that, and’ | wil 
work toward winning the world 
title. 

But if | can’t do it with honor 
and sportsmanship, then I'll never 
do it at all. That’s a promise. 0

would barely budge. He reached 
into his briefcase and removed a 
thin ruler, slipped it under the cast, 
and scratched his forearm.

If you ever had a cast 
on your arm, you'd know it’s agony. 
And this is only the slightest thing | 
have to put up with. You wouldn’t 
believe what this cast has put me 
through in the weeks since Jimmy 
Valiant broke my arm with an ax 
handle.

“This is one of the most vital 
aspects of Graham's training,’’ 
Jones explained. ‘‘There is a partic-

keyed into that tao and is the 
sport’s premier practitioner of the

Graham's left palm seemed to 
rest on one wall, while his right 
palm rested on the other wall. A 
second look, however, revealed an 
intensity of pressure in Graham’s 
arms that could only come about 
through massive isometrics. 

“Allow me to explain,’ Jones 
said proudly. ‘Superstar Graham 
lives in total harmony with the tao, 
which is in fact the way of life, the 
source of life. The tao is manifest- 
ed through the te, which is to say

the power. Graham has the ability 
to allow the te to flow throughout 
his entire being. 

“Forget about that stupid song, 
‘Kung Fu Fighting,’ that Graham 
enters the ring to,”’ Jones said with 
a wry laugh. “That's only for the 
pimply pre-teen pre-pubescent idi- 
ots. That has no relation to the in- 


ner philosophies by which Graham 
is now guiding his life. That’s sim- 
ply a piece of flash to appease the 
promoters and aid Graham in his 
prematch psychological warfare. If 
you want the truth, read the writ- 
ings of Lao-Tzu. Look, there.’’ 
Jones motioned to the corner. 
Wrapped around Graham's waist 
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was a black sash with several Chi- 
nese characters that, Jones ex- 
plained, ‘represent some of the 
5,000 key picture-symbols set 
down in ink on bamboo by the 
legenday Lao-Tzu in the sixth cen- 
tury B.C. 

“But you want to speak of more 
mundane matters,’ Jones said 
somewhat condescendingly to the 
reporter. ‘‘Very well.”’ 

Jones was asked why he had re- 
cently acquired the contract of Su- 
perstar Graham, and what he ex- 
pects to be able to do with Graham 
in the near future. 

“There’s something you must 
understand about Superstar Gra- 
ham,” Jones said. “This is a man 
of remarkable skill, and even more 
remarkable potential. Within him 
lies the power, and it’s only a mat- 
ter of when and how he is able to 
harness that power.”’ 

As Jones spoke, he nodded 
slightly in Graham's direction. Gra- 
ham continued his isometric exer- 
cise, seemingly oblivious to the 
conversation about him going on 
just a few feet away. 

“Over the last several years, the 
talents of Superstar Graham have 
been totally and completely wast- 
ed,’’ Jones said. ‘‘Back in 1977 
and 1978, Graham was at his 
peak. He was managed by the late, 
great Grand Wizard, who led him to 
the WWF heavyweight title. 

“But in the years since that ex- 
cellence, Graham has undergone 
some deep-seeded changes in his 
philosophy toward life,’ Jones con- 
tinued.

RESTLING IS A rugged sport, perhaps the 
most rugged of all. The one-on-one aspects of 
professional wrestling place the sport's participants in 
a kind of physical danger that no other professional 
athlete must face.

ATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


‘A champion or a world champion? There is no question 
that the singlemost controversial aspect of our ratings is the 
fact that the NWA and AWA champions are listed as “world 
champions,” while the WWF champion is listed simply as 
“champion.” 

The very first installment of “Ratings Analysis,” printed in 
the September 1983 issue of our sister publication The Wres- 
tler, dealt in part with this question. At the time, Adrian 
Adonis was laying claim to the “undisputed world heavy- 
weight championship” as sponsored by Southwest Champi- 
onship Wrestling. 

At that time, disclaiming the “world” status of Adonis’ title, 
we wrote: 

Nevertheless, we feel it is inappropriate at this particular 
time to automatically elevate Adrian Adonis’ title to the level 

, of Ric Flair’s NWA World title and 
Nick Bockwinkel’s AWA World title. 
Adonis’ title has been in existence 
only a few months, The NWA has 
been in existence for nearly 80 
years. The AWA championship, in 
existence since the Jate 1950s, is the 
only other world title we recognize. 
2 The WWE, which was formed in 
1963, is recognized as the largest re- 
L. gional title in the world, something 
more than the Mid-Atlantic title, but 

less than the NWA World belt. 
Adrian Adonis The wrestling community, more 
interested in reducing the number of world title claimants 
than increasing it, joined with us and refused to recognize 
Adonis’ claim. At the time, we recognized the world champi- 
onships of the NWA and AWA. We did not regard the WWF 
title as a world title for two reasons: the WWF champion was 
prohibited from making title defenses against scientific wres- 
tlers, and the title was only defended in the Northeast part 

of the United States. 

But in the last few years, the WWF has undergone a 
remarkable expansion. Numerous television outlets have 
been added to the WWF's already formidable network of 
broadcast and cable stations, and WWF expansion has seen 
cards promoted and held in arenas througout the’ country 
rather than simply in the Northeast. 

And let’s not forget that the WWF title has changed hands 
twice in two years: The Iron Sheik won the belt trom Bob 
Backlund, and Hulk Hogan in turn won the belt from the 
Sheik, 

Hogan's popularity is undeniable, but is popularity alone a 
reason to elevate the WWF championship to “world title” 
status? Like Backlund, Hogan only defends his title against 
rulebreaking opponents. NWA champion Ric Flair and AWA 
champion Rick Martel both defend their titles against scien- 
tific and rulebreaking competitors. 


Another major argument against elevating the WWF title 
to world championship status is the fact that when Hogan 
travels around the country, he defends his title against the 
same rulebreakers he would meet had he remained in the 
Northeast. Both Flair and Martel, on the other hand, travel 
the country and face top regional champions: When Jerry 
Lawler held the Mid-Southern heavyweight title, for example, 

he got the chance to wrestle 
both Flair and Martel. 

During major Japanese tours, 
both Flair and Martel defend 
their belts against top Japanese 
competitors such as Jumbo Tsu- 
ruta, Shohei Baba, Tenryu, and 
Riki Chosu. Hulk Hogan, it 
should be noted, has also done 
this, defending his belt against 
such Japanese stars as Tatsumi 
Fujinami and Antonio Inoki, 

As you can see, there are 
many pros and cons in the argu- 
ment for elevating the WWF title 
to world championship. status. 
The staff of Sports Review Wres-

Agreed, 
watching The Road Warriors dismantle 
their opposition is an awesome sight, 
but the appeal of wrestling lies in its 
competitive spirit, where two men or 
two teams square off and do battle 
and the winner is unknown. If baseball 
consisited only of the World champion 


Tigers playing the inept San Francisco 
Giants, who'd be interested? The old 
adage of “on any given day ...” 
doesn’t even apply here. In order for 
the Warriors to lose, they’d .have to 
wrestle with broken legs and arms, and 
even then the outcome would be un- 
certain: Their opponents might have a 
chance, ‘ 

A while back there ran a story ask- 
ing the public if The Road Warriors 
should be banned. That is absurd, But 
rather than ban them, perhaps there 
should be official sanctions against 
them wrestling together. After all, as 
professional athletes they need a chal- 
lenge, and they’re certainly not getting 
it as a tag team. Imagine the excite- 
ment that a Hawk vs. Rick Martel 
match would inspire. Let’s put some 
imagination back into the ring. Break 
up The Road Warriors!

As 
they kicked up their heels amid an eye- 
squinting sea of glitter, the fans be- 
came slightly unruly. This was absurd. 
Then Billy Martin introduced us to 
Muhammad Ali, who, we delightfully 
discovered, was to act as special referee 
outside of the ring. Former Interconti- 
nental champion Pat Patterson was the 
choice as the in-ring referee and han- 
dled the action flawlessly. 

The four participants were intro- 
duced and the hysteria commenced. 
Mr. T answered his critics with a re- 
sounding display of wrestling know- 
how. He put Orndorff in an airplane 
spin, tied Piper up in a headlock, and 
constantly had the two veteran wres- 
tlers off-guard. Hogan was typically 
vociferous in his ring actions and Piper 
and Orndorff surprised no one with 
their illegal tactics. With Jimmy Snuka 
and Cowboy Bob Orton acting as 
thirds in the corner, the action never 
stopped. Even Ali got into the act, 
taking a swing at Orton, when the 
Cowboy tried to interfere in the match. 

The end, which was really anticli- 
mactic, saw Hogan pinning Orndorff, 
as the crowd went into a cheering fren- 
zy. These matches were over but not 
soon forgotten. The general feeling was 
that those in attendance had witnessed 
a historical event, and I was not in- 
clined to disagree. 

But not all was rosy in ‘Wrestle- 
mania.”’

Horrible scenarios of pure fantasy. 
To any normal way of thinking, these 
incredible events are completely incapa- 
ble of ever taking place. 

Well—not exactly. 

On March 28, WWF heavyweight 
champion Hulk Hogan appeared on 
the Lifetime Cable Network program 
Hot Properties, hosted by comedian 
Richard Belzer. Hogan was accompa- 
nied by Mr. T, as the two men were 
promoting their appearance on the 
March 31 “Wrestle-mania’’ card in 
Madison Square Garden. 

After joking with Hogan and T for 
a few minutes, Belzer asked the WWF 
champion to demonstrate a wrestling 
hold on him. Hogan, noting that he 
was going to make Belzer “squeal,” 
placed Belzer in a front facelock. 

Hogan cinched down on the hold, 
and an audible crunch was heard. Un- 
conscious, Belzer slumped in Hogan’s 
arms. Hogan relaxed the hold and al- 
lowed Belzer to drop out of his arms 
and fall backward, hitting his head on

the floor. A pool of blood formed 
under Belzer’s head as Hogan slapped 
the comedian in the face to revive him. 


Belzer, visibly stunned, jumped to 
his feet, and announced an upcoming 
commercial. As Belzer turned his back 
to the camera, a most grisly sight 
could be seen: Blood was streaming 
down the back of Belzer’s jacket, the 
result of a cut in Belzer’s head that 
would take eight stitches to close. 
When Belzer went backstage, he re- 
portedly collapsed again. 

A horrible incident, every bit as in- 
credible and unthinkable as the Dwight 
Gooden-Johnny Carson and Sugar 
Ray Leonard-Merv Griffin scenarios 
described above. But the Hogan-Belzer 
incident is made all the more horrible 
because it is absolutely true. 

If Dwight Gooden was to appear on 
The Tonight Show, and if Johnny 
Carson did ask him to throw a base- 
ball to him, we could be reasonably 
certain that Gooden wouldn’t throw 
the ball with enough force to injure 
Carson. 


Likewise, if Merv Griffin did have 
Sugar Ray Leonard as a guest, and he 
did ask Leonard to demonstrate some 
boxing moves, we could be reasonably 
certain that Leonard would simply 
demonstrate punches in slow motion. 
He wouldn’t place the full force of his 
strength into a blow against a television 
personality who has no ring experience 
whatsoever, and who certainly doesn’t 
expect to be hit with anything more 
than perhaps a light slap on the cheek. 

And that’s the tragedy of the Ho- 
gan-Belzer incident. Hogan should 
have known his own strength. The 
6'8’’, 305-pound Hogan should have 
been able to gauge the force of his 
facelock against the 61”, 148-pound 
Belzer. 

Like Dwight Gooden lobbing a 
baseball to a young child in a school- 
yard or Sugar Ray Leonard demon- 
strating a punch to fellow CBS boxing 
analyst Gil Clancy during a boxing 
broadcast, Hogan should have been 
able to demonstrate a hold on Belzer 
without injuring him. 

We accuse WWF champion Hulk 
Hogan of acting irresponsibly on the 
March 28 broadcast of Hot Properties. 
We feel Hogan’s irresponsible actions 
on that program were the sole reason 
for Belzer’s injury, and that had Ho- 
gan been more careful, he could have 
demonstrated the hold without inflict- 
ing injury. 

Hogan is an intelligent man, a pro- 
fessional athlete. He is not a beast who 
does not know his own strength. He 
has the capabilities to act reasonably 
and rationally. He simply failed to uti- 
lize those capabilities where Richard 
Belzer was concerned. 

As Belzer explained recently in an 
interview with Sports Review Wrestling 
Managing Editor Stu Saks, he didn’t 
feel he was taking any risks. ‘He was 
very nice to me before the show,” 
Belzer said. ‘‘He [Hogan] said he was 
a fan of mine. He was very nice, so I 
trusted him implicitly.” 

“T’m not against wrestling,” Belzer 
continued, “I’m just against them 
hurting people who aren’t as big as 
they are and are unsuspecting.”
